Pbur  htindred  and  jyhirty  four  visits  and  inspections  vrere  made  during  the  year. 
During  the  year  no  major  dj.fficulties  were  encountered*  Ov/ihg  to  shortage  of  labour, 
it  was  not  possible  to  cleanse  all  the  sewer  dykes  under  the  control  of  the  Council, 
but  any  complaints  xrere  investigated  and'/kere  found  nocsssaiy,  the  dykes  were  cleansed.
